A Message From the President 


The Sandia Employees year 'round pay¬ 
roll deduction plan for supporting major na¬ 
tional health agencies, as well as local agen¬ 
cies in the Community Chest, is a real step 
forward for the Corporation as well as for 
its employees. At a time when we are be¬ 
ing asked to review carefully every ex¬ 
penditure of government funds, we in 
managment welcome a program which 
should save the community thousands of 
dollars in annual campaign expense and 
administrative costs. 

All of us should welcome this opportun¬ 
ity to make a really significant contribution 
to each of the agencies that we all want 
to support. We can now give generously 
without feeling the pinch of having to make 
cash donations out of the pocket at fre¬

United Fund, Seven Natl Agencies Benefit From Drive 


Sandia employees first “once 
and for all” fund drive starts this 
Friday. 

Known as the Sandia Employees 
Contribution Plan, the drive will 
collect funds for distribution 
among 31 different health and 
welfare agencies in this area. 

Beginning Friday, approximate¬ 
ly 1,000 volunteer solicitors will 
contact every Sandia employee in 
Albuquerque, giving them the op¬ 
portunity to contribute by payroll 
deduction to the agencies listed 
elsewhere in this issue of the San¬ 
dia Lab News. Cash contributions 
will also be accepted. 

The drive will be concentrated 
into three days. Friday. Oct. 18 
and Monday and Tuesday. Oct. 21 
and 22. 

Payroll deductions may extend 
over an entire year. Payments to 


the various organizations will be 
made monthly from the fund. 

A committee of employees, head¬ 
ed by D. S. Tarbox (2440), has es¬ 
tablished a percentage allocation 
of funds to the organizations in¬ 
cluded in the group to receive the 
benefits of Sandia’s solicitation.

These percentages are based on 
amounts raised by the agencies in 
relationship to the totals raised by 


all of them in recent Bernalillo 
County drives. 

The Albuquerque United Fund 
goal this year is $429,000. The 
Sandia Corporation quota for 
the United Fund is S72.000. An 
additional $23000 is being 
sought for the seven national 
health agencies participating in 
Employees Contribution Plan. 
Two agencies, The National 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis 
and The Tuberculosis Association, 
were offered the opportunity to 
participate in the Plan but declin¬ 
ed. 

Employees who contribute will 
be given window stickers and wal¬ 
let-sized cards identifying them as 
contributors to the Sandia plan. 

A new feature of the “Once and 
For All” drive is creation of a fund 
to be used in emergencies. If con¬ 


ditions during the year do not re¬ 
sult in the fund being depleted it 
will be apportioned among the 
agencies in proper ratio. No money 
will be carried over from year to 
year. 

Previous performances of San¬ 
dia Corporation employees in 
Community Chest and United 
Fund Drives tell a story of steady 
improvement.

M~dal for “his important contri¬ 
butions in the field of switching, 
including the invention of the 
Automatic Message Accounting 
System and many related inven¬ 
tions fundamental to the tech¬ 
nology of modern telephone 
switching.” 

The switching system to which 
he contributed research work 
made possible automatic connec¬ 
tions between telephones regard¬ 
less of distance separating them. 
The message system makes possi¬ 
ble automatic accounting of long¬ 
distance data (such as caller’s 
number, recipient’s number and 
length of call) directly on the 
subscriber’s bill. 

Since his retirement from the 
Bell System in 1951, Mr. Carpen¬ 
ter has served as a consultant for 
several firms, including Sandia 
Corporation.

Patents Issued to 
Sandia Employees 

Patents have been issued re¬ 
cently to Conrad W. Roeschk? 
(1456) for a pulse generator and 
to Robert B. Wilds and John R. 
Ames (both 1423) for a line- 
above-ground attenuator. The pat¬ 
ents were assigned to the Atomic 
Energy Commission. 

Mr, Roeschke's device provides 
a means of triggering itself au¬ 
tomatically or provides a means 
by which an external trigger may 
control the functions of the pulse 
generator. Principal uses of the 
pulse generator are in timing de¬ 
vices, counters and radar instal¬ 
lations, It was developed while 
Mr. Roeschke was working in the 
Radar Advanced Development Di¬ 
vision. It is his fourth patent. 

The line-above-ground attenu¬ 
ator is for the purpose of pre¬ 
cision reduction of microwave 
power in co-axial line systems. 
It was developed by the two San- 
dians while performing Corpora¬ 
tion studies in the Radio Fre¬ 
quency Components Division.
